














elbert J. McQuaide, 
[= College’s chairman

College law firm McQuaide 
Blasko, died Wednesday, 
February 19th at Centre 


Community Hospital in State 
College. He was 60. 

A 1958 graduate of Juniata College, Mr. McQuaide, 
of Centre Hall, dedicated much of his work to higher 
education. He was named to the Juniata Board of 
Trustees in 1994. He served as vice chairman of the 
board during the 1995-96 school year before his elec- 
tion to chairmanship of the board in September 1996. 

“Del was a dedicated servant to the college. It is an 
especially difficult day for me, because Del has been a 
close friend,” Juniata president Dr. Robert W. Neff said. 
“Del was a great ally of Juniata College. His service to 
this college will always be remembered. His guidance 
and advice were vital to the college’s success. Del 
brought a new organizational structure to the Board and 
defined long term strategic direction for the college. Del 
was a man who made a profound impact not only at 
Juniata College, but in all higher education. We mourn 
his loss and we will miss his leadership.” 

Born in New Kensington, Pa. on July 13, 1936, Mr. 
McQuaide earned his undergraduate degree in history 
from Juniata. He participated in numerous clubs and 
sports as an undergraduate student, including serving as 
president of the student government. He also served as 
chairperson of the campus judiciary and was a member 
of the honor society, debate club, Adfarata, the 
Juniatian, and the tennis team. 

After earning his undergraduate degree at Juniata, 
Mr. McQuaide obtained his law degree in 1961 from 
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New York University, where he 
was a Root-Tilden Scholar. He 
was admitted to the New York bar 
in 1962 and the Pennsylvania bar 
in 1964. He began his law career 
as an associate with a New York 
firm from 1961 to °64 before 
practicing in State College from 
1964 on. 

In addition to serving as the chairman of the Board 
of Trustees at Juniata College, Mr. McQuaide served on 
the boards of Quaker State Corp. and Mid-State Bank. 
He was also a member and past president of the Centre 
County Bar Association. 

Mr. McQuaide was a member of numerous other 
professional organizations, including the National 
Association of College and University Attorneys. He was 
also chairman of Juniata’s President’s Development 
Council and served on the Transformations Campaign 
Task Force. 

In his law practice, he served as general counsel 
for Penn State University and the Milton S. Hershey 
Medical Center. 

After his longtime service as a Penn State attorney 
and advisor, Mr. McQuaide recently received the univer- 
sitys Honorary Alumnus Award from the Penn State 
Alumni Association. The award is the highest given to a 
non graduate of the university. 

Mr. McQuaide is survived by his wife, Barbara; his 
three children, Mark of Bear, Del.; Jennifer of Perkasic, 
Pa.; and James of Pleasant Gap, Pa.; one brother, 
William McQuaide of Apollo, Pa; two sisters, Geraldine 
Fontana of New Stanton, Pa.; and Helen Charlesworth of 
Lower Burrell, Pa. and four grandchildren.

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President Neff to Retire 
After 97-98 Term 


n March 21, Juniata President Robert W. Neff announced his re- 

tirement following the 1997-98 academic year. The announce- 
ment was made at the annual meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Trustees. 

In a letter to newly elected Board chair John Cramer, the 
president noted that he had recently completed a questionnaire on 
college presidencies. “There were six categories on length and 
tenure,” he noted, “the last and longest - ten to twelve years. I will 
have served Juniata College for twelve years at the end of the next 
school year. It is time to retire.” 

The president went on to say, “We have just completed a 
highly successful comprehensive campaign. However, we must imme- 
diately turn our attention to raising even more money for capital needs 
in the new Campaign for the Sciences. Juniata is on the threshold of 
planning direction for the next five years. The college will need conti- 
nuity to accomplish these goals....” 

The Juniata president's announcement was followed by 
Juniata Provost Robert Hatala’s announcement that he would be re- 
signing his post effective September 1997. The provost will serve on 
special assignment for the college through the 1997-98 
academic year. 

The announcements came within weeks of the decision of 
Don Moyer, Juniata’s vice president for college advancement and mar- 
keting, to accept a position at Golden Gate University in 
San Francisco. 

As part of the transition plan the president announced the ap- 
pointment of Dr. James Lakso as interim provost to serve as needed up 
to two years. Foster Ulrich, a vice president at Marts & Lundy, will 
serve a consultancy as interim vice president for college advancement 
and marketing. 

“Jim Lakso and Foster Ulrich will give us the opportunity to 
move forward in this final year of my presidency,” Dr. Neff noted. 
“Having put in place plans for the transition of leadership, I feel a new 
energy and vitality to close out my presidency on the highest note pos- 
sible. I look forward to your continued assistance 
and support.” 

In closing his March 28 remarks to the college community, 
President Neff pointed out that the measure of an institution’s strength 
is in its ability to move through transition smoothly. “I do not see the 
upcoming 16 months as a time to look back, but a time to look for- 
ward. As I look at the human and financial resources of the college, I 
know we can look forward to the next century with confidence. We 
are in the process of making a very, very strong institution. This tran- 
sition closes a chapter. The next one is going to be even better.”

learned last semester how a student can tap into 
iology I at Juniata College — literally. 

Tap shoes were more appropriate than lab gog- 
gles during one of biology professor Deb Kirchhof- 
Glazier’s classroom discussion days when Ms. Petrella 
took center stage. The lesson of the day: Diagnosing dance 
in conjunction with the associated muscle physiology and 
neural system functions. 

A student of dance since childhood, Ms. Petrella 
tapped to Natalie Cole’s “Orange Colored Sky.” 

“ve danced for a long time, but never before in 
biology class,” Ms. Petrella said. 

Ms. Petrella’s three-minute performance was en- 
tertaining, though short-lived in the eyes of her classmates. 
They would have preferred an extended routine before be- 
ginning the discussion on the neuromuscular basis of dance. 
In her limited time, however, she created plenty of discus- 
sion material, including topics such as: what neural path- 
ways were involved in the transduction of sound waves to im- 
pulses in her ear that then went to the brain, which caused 
her to move in accordance to the beat; the effects of these 
impulses on the neuromuscular junction; and, of course, the 
molecular changes at the level of the sarcomeres. 

Ms. Petrella and her classmates quickly learned 
that the most complicated part about tap dancing was not 
the toe stand. 

Imparting a realistic sense of how biology en- 
compasses all aspects of life serves as the impetus behind 
Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier’s once-a-week discussion days. “It’s 
extremely important to make biology real by connecting it 
to students’ everyday lives,” she said. “Biology is not an 
abstract thing.” 

Emphasizing biology’s omnipresence evolved as 
one of the main goals of the department during program 
review discussions. 

“Biology is unique because it interfaces with a 
number of different sciences,” Dr. Jeff Demarest, the biolo- 
ey department chairperson, said. “We have a very close re- 
lationship with chemistry. We also have a close interaction 
with geology. We do interact with physics as well, and we're 
also extending our relationship beyond the sciences.” 

Major interdisciplinary program areas in biology 
can be categorized into three branches: environmental sci- 
ences (in conjunction with the chemistry and geology de- 
partments); biochemistry, cell and molecular biology (in 





conjunction with the chemistry department); and health 
professions (with most other departments). 

There are also nontraditional program links. The 
creation of a new POE (program of emphasis) in Health 
Communication illustrates the evolutionary character within 
the health care field as well as Juniata’s Health Profession 
Program keeping pace with those ever-changing trends. Dr. 
Kirchhof-Glazier and Dr. Grace Fala, assistant professor of 
speech communications, worked with the Health 
Professions Committee to develop this new POE that mixes 
biology with communications to meet the expected demand 
for an emerging profession whose practitioners serve as li- 
aisons between physicians and drug companies, physicians 
and patients, and physicians and hospitals. The job duties 
require practitioners to facilitate communications in the 
medical environment. 

“We are looking for ways to increase the con- 
nection between people,” Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier said. “One 
of the things that I love about being at this college is that 
it’s small enough to have close relationships with other 
departments. I can move outside my area of expertise and 
can help forge connections between biology and all these 
other departments.” 

Accentuating biology’s interdisciplinary nature 
has helped broaden its appeal among Juniata students, ac- 
cording to Dr. Demarest. Because biology interfaces with 
such a wide range of disciplines, students with interests in 
almost any field can make a connection to biology. Always a 
popular major at Juniata, biology currently enrolls a large 
percentage of the college’s student body. 

“Nationwide there are soaring enrollments in bi- 
ology and the projection for the future is for even more 
soaring enrollments,” Dr. Demarest said. 

In addition to enrollment figures, there are sever- 
al other reasons for excitement in Juniata’s biology depart- 
ment. First, the entire college community is abuzz over the 
recent announcement that the Brumbaugh Science Center 
will undergo major renovations. Architectural proposals are 
currently being considered for a renovation project that will 
cost in the area of $16 million. One of the possible benefits 
in renovating the science center, according to Dr. 
Demarest, could be a layout better suited for collaborative 
efforts between departments. Among the proposed designs 
is a science center with biology at the hub, flanked on ei- 
ther side by chemistry and geology. 

Dr. Kenneth Rockwell, professor of biology, 


serves as the faculty coordinator for the renovation of the 
new science building. Dr. Rockwell’s father, Donald, was 
the faculty coordinator for the original design of the 
Brumbaugh Science Center, which was built in 1965. 
Another recent boon to the biology department 
has been Darwin Kysor, new director of career services, 
who has scored high marks for career placement of biolo- 


ey graduates as well as for helping students gain wy 


graduate biology internships. 
“We have developed 
outstanding internships and 
we've seen our graduates going 
on to graduate school or be- 
ginning their professional ca- 
reers through Darwin’s ef- 
forts,” Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier 
said. “That success rate keeps 
students interested in biology.” 

Also, the faculty in 
the biology department has 
undergone recent changes 
due to retirements and hires. 
In 1994, Drs. Demarest and 
Jill Keeney joined the faculty. 
Chuck Yohn, adjunct profes- 
sor and director of the 
Raystown Field Station, joined 
the staff in 1992. 

“That’s one-third of 
the current biology faculty who 
have come to Juniata over the 
past few years,” Dr. Demarest 
noted. That percentage will in- 
crease with the addition of a 
full-time faculty position for 
the 1997-98 school year. 

In addition, a veteran 


faculty member, Dr. James Gooch, has shifted his area of 


focus from environmental sciences to molecular and 
health sciences. 

Environmental sciences make up the fastest 
erowing branch within Juniata’s biology department. Drs. 
James Gooch, Todd Gustafson, and Douglas Glazier, along 
with Mr. Yohn, work in this area. 

Student interest in the environmental sciences 
has shown significant increases recently, a trend that

Dr. Demarest believes will continue. “In the environmental 
sciences there has been tremendous job growth and that 
leads to growth in the department,” he said. “There’s de- 
mand for environmental scientists in the job market and 
students are geared to jobs.” 

Many of those environmental jobs have been 
created at the state level as a result of de-federaliza- 
tion. “As the bureaucracy in Washington shrinks, regu- 
lations for the environment are going to be transferred 


to the state,” Dr. Demarest said. “So, what 
you'll see is a shift from lots of jobs in 
Washington through federal agencies to more 
jobs now showing up in state agencies.” 
Juniata’s biology department is seeking a shift 
of its own as a result of its program review; 
shifting more of its workload outside the con- 
ventional classroom setting and into resources 
like the Raystown Field Station. The field sta- 
tion, located off campus at nearby Raystown 
Lake, was founded by Dr. Robert Fisher, profes- 
sor of biology, emeritus, in 1974. 

“There are so many opportunities available to 
us through the field station, so much potential 
with environmental science, and we plan on tak- 
ing advantage of it,’ Dr. Demarest said. “The field station 
is a real feather in the cap for Juniata.” 

Molecular/cell biology comprises an area that 
is closely linked to “traditional” biology. Lab work and 
research are a mainstay within this branch of science, 
and students majoring in this field typically pursue 
graduate school. 

Research conducted in Juniata’s molecular/cell 
biology sector has attracted attention recently. Dr. Keeney 


hen Fred Lytle graduated from 
Juniata College in 1964, he 
took the fast track to success. 

Continuing along that 
course for 32 years now, Dr. Lytle 
added to his accomplishments last 
fall when he was named the 1996 
Indiana Professor of the Year by the 
Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching. 

A professor of chemistry at 
Purdue University in West 
Lafayette, Indiana since 1968, Dr. 
Lytle has earned many teaching 
awards, including the university’s 
Outstanding Teacher in the School 
of Science, the “Helping Students 
Learn Award,” and the Amoco 
Undergraduate Teaching Award, 
presented each year to the univer- 


sity’s most outstanding teacher. 

All were prestigious awards, 
but the distinctiveness of Indiana’s 
Professor of the Year award was in the 
presentation ceremony, conducted at 
halftime of the state rivalry football 
game between Purdue and Indiana 
University before nearly 50,000 peo- 
ple at Purdue’s Ross Ade Stadium. 

“Tt was an incredible feeling 
to be recognized and presented in 
front of 50,000 people,” Dr. Lytle 
said. “In my most grandiose 
dreams, I never thought I would see 
my name on the scoreboard as I 
stood at midfield in front of 50,000 
people applauding me during a Big 
10 football game. Even when I 
received my most prestigious re- 
search award, I'd be lucky if 100

people were on hand to witness it.” 

Dr. Lytle credits Purdue 
President Steven C. Beering for en- 
suring that the presentation of the 
Professor of the Year award would 
be in front of a large audience. 

“Dr. Beering understands 
the importance of having our acad- 
emic and scholarly accomplish- 
ments recognized by a large audi- 
ence that is a cross-section of soci- 
ety,” Dr. Lytle said. “He under- 
stands how important it is to our 
image throughout the state.” 

The Professor of the Year 
award recognizes Dr. Lytle’s 28 
years of service and accomplish- 
ments at Purdue, teaching chem- 
istry courses that range from 
freshman-level to graduate-level. 


“T thoroughly enjoy teach- 
ing, mostly because I’m crazy about 
students,” Dr. Lytle said. “The key 
to teaching is to develop skills in 
students so that they can learn with- 
out the aid of a teacher. I get a great 
sense of accomplishment when I 
can see students gain that confi- 
dence in themselves.” 

The award also recognizes 
Dr. Lytle’s work in creating and de- 
veloping a software program capa- 
ble of translating chemical equa- 
tions and symbols into a standard 
six-dot Braille code. With no prior 
experience in Braille, he devoted 
himself to this project after meeting 
two blind students at Purdue who 
were having difficulty accessing in- 
formation for their courses due 10 
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received a grant from the National Institutes of Health last 
spring to conduct research on transposons, while Dr. 
Demarest has students conducting research on topics 
ranging from acid secretion by the stomach to purification 
of a natural product for drug development. 

“We’ve set our curriculum up to give students 
increasing amounts of research experiences throughout 
their undergraduate years to the point where when they’re 
seniors they can work independently in a research set- 
ting,’ Dr. Keeney said. 

The department has instituted a research semi- 
nar, Biology 289, and a research course, Biology 489, 
which can be taken for up to six credits in a given semes- 
ter and can be repeated for up to 15 total credits. 
Students accompany Biology 489 with Biology 499, which 
is the senior thesis course. 

Juniata’s Health Professions Program prepares 
students for careers ranging from medicine and dentistry 
to physical therapy and biotechnology. A strong program 
of affiliations with other health and medical institutions, 
begun by Dr. Robert Zimmerer, professor of biology, 
emeritus, has helped Juniata place an increased number of 


tablished formal connections with professional schools,” 
Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier said. “If students successfully com- 
plete two to four years at Juniata, they can transfer to these 
professional schools, often in an accelerated way.” 

Juniata currently has affiliations in conjunction 
with its Health Professions Program at 13 institutions, in- 
cluding Thomas Jefferson University — College of Health 
Professions and Temple University — School of Dentistry in 
Philadelphia, Johns Hopkins University — School of 
Nursing in Baltimore, and Tulane University — School of 
Medicine in New Orleans. 

“These graduate and professional schools 
have come to learn the value of a Juniata education 
through the affiliations that we’ve established with 
them,” Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier said. 

A recurring theme within Juniata’s biology de- 
partment is to make biology relevant to students. “What’s 
important is for students to understand biology’s connec- 
tion to their own lives,” Dr. Kirchhof-Glazier said. 
“Students must know that they count and that these issues 
in biology are issues that affect them.”

their handicap. 

“At first, I thought it would be 
easy,” Dr. Lytle said, “and about 500 
work hours later, it was complete.” 

Now the Braille software pro- 
gram that Dr. Lytle created and devel- 
oped is being used at a number of 
high schools and colleges nationwide. 
It is also available on the internet. 

Dr. Lytle’s work with the 
Braille software is indicative of his 
devotion to teaching. 

“I’m doing what I’ve always 
wanted to do,” Dr. Lytle said, “so I 
approach my job with zest.” 

That has been Dr. Lytle’s 
approach since his undergraduate 
days at Juniata. After graduating 
from Juniata, he went straight to 
Massachusetts Institute of 





Technology, where he earned his 
Ph.D. in four years. Then, bypassing 
any post-doctoral work, he immedi- 
ately joined the faculty at Purdue. 





Dr. Lytle attributes much of 
his success in the teaching field to 
his education at Juniata, particularly 
in the area of research. 


“The main thing that en- 
abled me to go straight to Purdue 
without any post-doc was the under- 
eraduate research I was able to do 
at Juniata, which was exceptional,” 
said Dr. Lytle, who did his under- 
eraduate research work in spec- 
troscopy for retired Juniata profes- 
sor of chemistry Dr. David 
Hercules. “Even at MIT, I was ahead 
of the game because of the research 
I was able to do as an undergradu- 
ate. My experience and background 
from Juniata College got me into 
eraduate research real fast and 
then, unlike most of my colleagues, 
I never post-docced. When I left 
Juniata, I was fully prepared to 
move ahead.” 
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here’s not a moment of inactivity in Dr. Jill 

Keeney’s laboratory in the biology wing of the 

Brumbaugh Science Center these days — not that 
there ever was. 

But, after receiving a $75,000 research grant last 
summer from the National Institutes of Health (NIH), the 
Room B313 beehive has been considerably busier. 

John Spencer is a senior biology major and one of 
many current students conducting research at Juniata. He 
calls Dr. Keeney’s lab his second home on campus. 

“T spend a lot of time at night and on the week- 
ends here in the lab, doing my research work or just be- 
ing around the other people who are here doing research. 
It’s a great atmosphere and very educational,” said Mr. 
Spencer, who is researching gene frequency through a 
process called polymerase chain reaction. 

Talking to Indiana’s 1996 Professor of the Year, 
Fred Lytle ’64, it becomes obvious that the undergraduate 
research work currently being conducted at Juniata is a 
continuation of a long-standing tradition.

Since receiving her NIH grant, Dr. Jill B. Keeney bas been able to increase undergraduate 
research opportunities at Juniata. 
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“My undergraduate research work at Juniata was 
invaluable,” Dr. Lytle, a professor of chemistry at Purdue 
University, said. “I have nothing but great things to say 
about Juniata College. The opportunity to do hands-on re- 
search as an undergraduate was an extreme benefit to me 
and my career.” 

The benefit of current undergraduate research at 
Juniata is evident through the work of recent graduates 
who had Dr. Keeney as their advisor: Mike Bradley, a 
1995 graduate, is now at the State University of New York 
at Buffalo working as a lab assistant, and he’s written a 
publication regarding his work; John Cumberland, anoth- 
er 1995 graduate, is working as a research assistant at 
Johns Hopkins University; Cheri Smith, a 1996 graduate 
with a history/science dual major, spent last summer 
working with Dr. Keeney on a research project before 
pursuing a masters degree in history with a full stipend. 

“These are all excellent examples of what under- 
graduate research is all about,” Dr. Keeney said. “No. 1, 
the students get a sense of what research is all about. 
They also develop skills that make them much more com- 
petitive applicants for grad school or for the job market. 
The students here get a good sense of being very indepen- 
dent in the lab, and that’s what labs and grad schools are 
looking for. They want students who have worked on pro- 
jects and who have dealt with the thought processes and 
the troubleshooting that are involved with that. Also, un- 
dergraduates here experience whether research is an 
area that they want to pursue in grad school or as a pro- 
fession before they earn their bachelor degrees. Research 
work, more so than any lab, allows students to decide if 
it’s a field they want to pursue.” 

Another current student benefiting from research 
at Juniata is Amy Morgan ’97, the student assistant select- 
ed to work with Dr. Keeney on her NIH grant. She has 
been accepted at Hershey Medical Center. 

“The basic idea with undergraduate research is to 
learn the techniques of working in a lab, to learn how to 
operate the equipment, to learn the protocol of lab work, 
and to work through the thought processes involved in 
conducting a project, and I’ve had the opportunity to do 
all of that with outstanding instruction and advice from 
Dr. Keeney,” said Ms. Morgan, who will pursue her grad- 
uate degree in either biochemistry or microbiology/im- 
munology. 

Dr. Keeney reports that the current research on 
transposons funded through the NIH grant is “progress- 
ing slowly, but getting there. 

“A research project takes time to develop and it 
typically presents challenges along the way,” Dr. Keeney 
said. “We’ve had some successes and some frustrations 
with the research on transposons. Our first attempt at 
cloning didn’t succeed, so we’re thinking now how we 
can redo our approach the second time. Those types of 
setbacks along the way can be frustrating, but overcoming 
problems is all part of research. It’s all about going 
through the thought processes.”

was on display Saturday, April 19, 

when the Beta Beta Beta Honor 

Society hosted the college’s first cam- 
pus-wide research symposium. 

The undergraduate research 
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available at Juniata spans all disciplines, 
majors, and fields of study. It enables 
students to take what they learn in the

classroom out into research environ- 
ments, such as laboratories, art muse- 
ums, and Raystown Lake; environments 
that substitute books with lake sludge, 
Norman Rockwell paintings, rocks, 
chick bones and mice, among other things. 

“Some learning is best suited for outside the 
classroom and conducting research projects is a good ex- 
ample,” Deb Kirchhof-Glazier, professor of biology at 
Juniata, said. “Students are able to put their classroom 
knowledge to practical use.” 

The symposium allowed any student currently 
conducting research at Juniata to make presentations 
about the project. Research presentations were both oral 
and poster displays. 

In previous years, Tri-Beta assisted the biology 
department in developing a research symposium for biol- 
ogy students. This year, though, Ms. DeNovio developed 
and organized a campus-wide, cross-curricular sympo- 
sium to better highlight the magnitude of student research 
at Juniata. 

“This was an opportunity to merge the humani- 
ties and the sciences by letting the entire campus know 
what types of research are being done within each depart- 
ment,” said Nicole, a senior ecology/geology major and 
the Tri-Beta secretary who organized the event. “Perhaps 
this will encourage joint research projects across disci- 
plines by having students and faculty aware of each oth- 
ers’ research projects. Merging research efforts might be 
beneficial in a lot of ways: It could add to the educational 
opportunities for students; it could provide new research 
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opportunities that are of interest to students and faculty 
across disciplines; it could help students and faculty gain 
more of an appreciation for the work being done in each 
others’ departments; and it could also be cost- 
effective to combine re- 
search projects.” 

An additional goal 
of the symposium was to in- 
crease awareness of the re- 
search opportunities at 
Juniata to the alumni, 
prospective students, and the 
public at large. 

Ms. DeNovio’s idea 
lies at the heart of Juniata’s 
liberal arts education.

Rie? than to trek out to the Juniata College Raystown Field 
REL Station at Raystown Lake, tap a sugar maple tree, and wait 
re ; 
a4 for the water’s drip. A string of warm days (above freezing) 


interspersed with nights below freezing initiates the flow of 
sugar water, which has been stored in the roots over the 
course of the winter. 

Any biology buffs worth their weight in maple syrup 
could explain what happens next, but not as eloquently as 
Chuck Yohn, the director of the Raystown Field Station and the 
communal leader of a waffle-fest group of Juniata alumni, stu- 
dents, and friends who return to the field station every spring. 

“When the water is flowing it means springtime weath- 
er has arrived and we can collect about a gallon of sugar 
maple water per tap per day, then we boil it into a tasty maple 
syrup, then we jug it, although sometimes it doesn’t even 
make it to the jugs, sometimes it falls right onto the waffles,” 
he said. “It’s an ongoing feast.” 

Juniata’s maple sugaring festivities attract a corps of 
regulars along with a string of newcomers every year. The 
crew assembles for a weekend at the field station in late 
February or early March, depending on the weather. They tap 
the sugar maple trees and make syrup. This year, spring-like 
weather arrived about a week and a half earlier than average 
and 35 people, including an overnight crew of 15, spent the 
weekend of March 7-9 at the field station. 

From Cincinnati to Concord, Massachusetts to all points 
in between, they drove back to Juniata’s most remote facility, in 
the deep wooded corners surrounding Raystown Lake. 

“It’s always a great way to get back with people from 
the college,” said Amy Hoch ’89, who came back from 
Harrisburg with her husband, David Salerno ’84. “It’s just a 
gorgeous place to get together, it’s a fun experience, and the 
syrup is great.” 

Heidi Loomis ’84 returned this year with her parents 
and two friends. She made an eight-hour trip from her 
home in Waterbury, Connecticut. “We spend the weekend 
reliving our Juniata experiences and reshaping them from 
our perspectives now, and celebrating where we’ve gone 
since then,” she said. “It’s a unique experience and it 
brings us all together.” 

For many, like the Donaldsons, the event is a family 
experience. Cindy (Brandt) Donaldson ’82 and husband, 
Gregory,’84, who now reside in Rockville, Maryland, let their

“I hope Meghan likes it here,” Greg said, “because she’s go- 
ing to spend a lot of time here.” 

Current Juniata students were on hand. Sophomores 
Sue Topping, Kristy Chouiniere, Erin Copeland, and Adam 
Paugh spent the final days of spring break at the maple sugar- 
ing event. “It’s been a great experience meeting the alumni,” 
Ms. Chouiniere said as she managed the boiling controls in 
the sugar shed. “I’ve learned that there is life after Juniata.” 

Juniata professor Jill Keeney’s husband, Martin, 
and her son, Aaron, were in attendance and those outside 
the Juniata community were also taken in by the experi- 
ence as well. Lynn Kelly, a friend of Heidi Loomis, traveled 
from Massachusetts and felt “right at home, like a part of 
the family.” 

Once the syrup is bottled it is distributed to those in- 
volved in making it as well as Juniata College alumni, 
trustees, faculty, staff, and friends. Some of the syrup is used 
to barter for material and services at the field station, such as 
for wood supplies and snow removal. 

Juniata College has held the annual maple sugaring 
event at Raystown Lake since 1974, when Dr. Robert Fisher, a 
biology professor at the college, began the process. But the 
original production of syrup at Raystown Lake dates back to 
1928, when Dean Grove and his siblings began a 25-tap oper- 
ation that pocketed them $1.50 each in change. When Dean 
Grove returned home from World War IJ the production in- 
creased dramatically. In 1948 the Groves purchased their 
first boiling pans for mass quantities of syrup. At its peak, the 
Grove’s sugar camp consisted of 1,500 taps and produced 
550 gallons of syrup in a season. 

The Lake Raystown Project ended the Groves opera- 
tion in 1970, when they were forced to sell their property to 
the U.S. Government. More than two thirds of the sugar camp 
was flooded when Raystown Lake was first filled. Dr. Fisher 
resumed the maple sugaring operation after negotiating with 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to lease the former Grove 
property to Juniata College. A series of events then led to the 
resumption of maple syrup production: The college bought 
the homestead from the Groves and remodeled it for a field 
station; Dean Grove loaned the college his maple sugaring 
gear and equipment; Dr. Fisher and several Juniata students 
built the sugar shed, where the boiling pans were installed to 
convert the sugar maple water into its syrupy form. 

Although much has changed since the first trees were 
tapped at Raystown Lake, the experience remains the same. 
Every year, groups of Juniata alumni, students, staff, and 
friends join the old-timers to tromp through the early spring- 
time sludge in the wooded recesses of Raystown Lake, tap- 
ping trees, hoisting buckets, boiling water into syrup, and 
enjoying a terrific weekend experience making maple syrup.

EXCEEDS GOAL 


aymond R. Day ’45 was an ordained Presbyterian 
R minister and a nationally known pioneer in the 

field of social work. Appointed to the Juniata 
College Board of Trustees in 1988, Dr. Day became the 
first African-American to serve on the board. In 1991, just 
prior to his death, Dr. Day established the Raymond R. 
Day Endowment with $25,000 to help defray the cost of 
tuition and fees for African-American students attending 
Juniata College. 

The Day Endowment helped 
to provide an opportunity for students 
to afford a Juniata College education, 
but the endowment fund was not at a 
level where the income could provide 
a scholarship that truly made an im- 
pact on the rising cost of education. 
In 1995 Dr. Maurice C. Taylor, 
Juniata Class of 1972, undertook the 
leadership of a special campaign to 
increase the amount of the Raymond R. Day Endowment to 
a level that would provide significant scholarship assistance. 
A board member since 1993, Dr. Taylor serves as Assistant 
Vice President for Academic Affairs at Morgan State 
University in Baltimore, Maryland. His career in higher edu- 
cation and his experience as a Juniata College student un- 
derscored for him the need for increased scholarship assis- 
tance for African-American students. 

Setting a $100,000 goal, Dr. Taylor coordinated a 





series of appeals and 
personal visits to alum- 
ni, trustees, faculty, staff, 
and friends of Juniata 
College. Over the course | 
of eighteen months | 
Dr. Taylor actively en- 
gaged volunteers and 
donors in an effort to 
reach the campaign 
goal. Never failing in his 
enthusiasm, his message 
reached both loyal sup- 
porters and new friends 
of Juniata College. As a 
result of Dr. Taylor’s ef- 
forts and the financial 
support of many others, 
the campaign came to a 
successful close on 
December 31, 1996, exceeding the goal and raising the 
Raymond R. Day Endowment to over $104,000. 

Dr. Taylor would like to take this opportunity to ex- 
press his heartfelt thanks to the alumni, Board of Trustees, 
administration, faculty, staff, students, and friends of 
Juniata College for their generous support of the Raymond 
R. Day Endowment. Cc

The 
book chronicles the symposium, 
which was held October 14 and 15, 
1991 at Harvard University in com- 
memoration of the 400th anniversary 
of the deaths of St. John of the Cross 
and Fray Luis de Leon, two 
renowned Spanish writers. 

The title of Dr. Nieto’s speech 
translated in English is “The 
Hermeneutical Process of ‘The Living 
Flame of Love.’” In his speech, Dr. 
Nieto takes the position that the po- 
em, “The Living Flame of Love” by St. 





John of the Cross, although rich in 
religious mysticism, falls short in its 
aim to reach fulfillment with God. 

Dr. Nieto’s claim is controver- 
sial in the eyes of some scholars, 
many of whom stand by the poet’s 
own account of his work. In a com- 
mentary that St. John of the Cross 
wrote regarding his poem, “The 
Living Flame of Love,” he states that 
the poem achieves, through reli- 
gious overtones, the “ultimate expe- 
rience of mysticism.” 

Dr. Nieto disputes St. John’s 
claim, saying, “The poem deals with 
movement toward God, but it does 
not reach fulfillment with God. It ap- 
proaches the power that can be ex- 
perienced as a result of mystical ex- 
perience, but it does not reach the 
mystical experience.” 

Dr. Nieto was also one of an 
international roster of leading 
scholars who contributed to The 
Oxford Encyclopedia of the 
Reformation. Dr. Nieto was one of 
450 contributors to the encyclope- 
dia which is the first major refer- 
ence to cover the subject of the 
Reformation in its entirety. Dr. 
Nieto contributed an article on 
Illuminism and a second article on 
Alfonso de Valdes. 


WILFRED NORRIS, profes- 
sor of physics, attended the annual 
meeting of the History of Science 
Society in Atlanta, Georgia, from 
November 7-10. 


ANDY MURRAY, Baker 
Institute director, recently chaired 
the Annual Board Meeting of the 
International Seminar on Arms 
Control and Disarmament.

A Road to

or the first time since the 1990- 
kK 91 campaign, the Juniata College 
men’s basketball squad was going 
to be led by a full-time coach in 1996- 
97. It was a decision that illustrates 
Juniata’s renewed commitment to excel- 
lence in a program that had a combined 
record of 97-151 over the past 10 
years. Who better to start the Eagles 
back on the track to winning ways than 
a man who had made a habit of being in 
the right place at the right time during 
his young but experienced professional 
career? Rick Ferry was that person. 
Ferry, who was 32 years old when 
he assumed the head coaching post at 
Juniata, came to Huntingdon from 
Susquehanna University. He was a 
1985 graduate and four-year member 
of the hardwood unit at the 
Selinsgrove school and had spent sev- 
en years as an assistant men’s basketball coach for the 
Crusaders. He started his successful professional jour- 
ney upon receiving his diploma from Susquehanna. 

“I was an accounting major as an undergradu- 
ate so I had lined up my life to do accounting work,” 
said Ferry. “I got a job out of college with one of the 
big six accounting firms in the Harrisburg area and 
worked there for three years primarily in auditing and 
accounting. Mid-way through my stay there, I realized 
that it was not for me and I was really getting the itch 
for basketball. I missed it so much. I was a very aver- 
age player for Susquehanna, but the reason that | 
played was that I understood the game and brought a 
lot of leadership skills to the team.” 

A friend of Ferry’s suggested that he contact 
the head coach at Trinity High School, a very compet- 
itive small school (ranked #1 in AA in Pennsylvania 
this year). Ferry asked if he could use a volunteer 
assistant. The coach agreed and Ferry spent a year 
helping out on the high school level. All the while, 
he was looking for a graduate assistant coaching po- 
sition, but since he had no “connections,” Ferry set- 
tled on a teaching assistant position at Ohio 
University and earned his master’s degree in finance 
in 14 months. Even though he was successful in the 
business world, he knew that he wanted to be a col- 
lege basketball coach.

“I graduated from Ohio University in the summer 
of 1989 and lined up the chance to work at college bas- 
ketball camps during the next three months,” explained 
Ferry. One camp was at his alma mater. “We (the 
coaches) were just sitting around talking one day and I 
told Frank Marcinek (the assistant coach with the 
Crusaders at the time) that I wanted to get into coaching 
and he told me to sit tight. Three weeks later Frank 
called me and told me that he was the new head coach at 
Susquehanna and that he had room for a part-time assis- 
tant coach and would J be interested.” 

Ferry’s dream was coming true, but to make 
things interesting he was simultaneously offered a job by 
a Fortune 500 company in their fast-track to upper man- 
agement. Did he want to earn $40,000 as a financial an- 
alyst or did he want to make $1,500 as a part-time bas- 
ketball coach and search the area for a full-time job? 
After much soul-searching, Ferry went with his heart, 
chose basketball, and got a job with a small accounting 
firm in Lewisburg. 

Three months later, fate intervened again. Ferry 
was walking out of practice and was approached by the 
treasurer at Susquehanna, who asked him to interview 
for a 24-month position. He got the job, and in the 23rd 
month while looking for another job, the assistant con- 
troller resigned and Ferry moved into that post. He later 
became the controller, a position he held for two years. 
During this span, the Crusaders had compiled a record 
of 108-73, had won the Middle Atlantic Conference 
(MAC) three times, and had made two trips to the NCAA 
Division III play-offs. 

Having learned all that he could as an assistant 
and the head coach of the junior varsity program, Ferry 
felt he was ready to become a head coach. After six un- 
successful searches, he applied for Juniata’s position and 
was offered the job. 

So why did Ferry, who had a great full-time posi- 
tion, was coaching a sport he loved with a strong inter- 
collegiate program, and was engaged to be married, 
leave his alma mater to become the full-time men’s bas- 
ketball coach at a rival MAC school when offered the po- 
sition? “Everybody that I met during my interview was so 
positive and wanted such great things to happen to the 
men’s basketball program here, I was too impressed 
with the commitment to turn the job offer down,” ex- 
plained Ferry. “There are a lot of great things in store 
for Juniata basketball and I want to be one of the reasons 
for the success that will come down the road.” KC)

program to the next level,” Juniata College Director of Athletics Larry 
Bock said. “It will enable the coach to be more connected with daily ac- 
tivities on the campus and to be more accessible to our student-athletes. 
It should also help in recruiting.” 

In making the announcement, Bock noted that the move to 
a full-time coach is a logical step in the evolution of athletics at 
Juniata College. 

“We have a long history in athletics and for the most part our 
history has been that we’re very competitive,” Bock said. “We want to 
provide the best opportunity for all of our student-athletes to be compewi- 
tive, and it was with that in mind that we made the decision to make the 
men’s basketball head coaching job a full-time position.” 

Over 100 applicants from across the country responded to the 
opportunity at Juniata, but the search committee did not have to look too 
far for its new men’s head basketball coach. 

Rick Ferry, a 1985 graduate from nearby Susquehanna 
University and a seven-year assistant basketball coach at his alma 
mater, was selected as the 25th head coach of the Juniata men’s bas- 
ketball program. 

Ferry worked the past seven years under Susquehanna head 
coach Frank Marcinek as well as serving as the head coach of the 
Crusaders’ junior varsity team, which finished with a 10-3 record in 
1995-96. 

During Ferry’s time as an assistant coach at Susquehanna, the 
Crusaders compiled a record of 108-73, they were Middle Atlantic 
Conference league champions three times, and they made two NCAA tour- 
nament appearances. 

“We're excited about the direction our basketball program is 
headed with Rick Ferry as head coach,” Bock said. “He will be a coach 
who has a strong presence on campus. He’s a very dedicated individual 
and he has an outstanding background and experience.” 

Ferry earned four letters as a 6'5" power forward for 
Susquehanna from 1981-85. He captained the 1984-85 team to a 13- 
11 record. 

Ferry earned his bachelor’s degree in accounting from 
Susquehanna in 1985 and went on to earn his master’s of business ad- 
ministration from Ohio University in 1989. 

In addition to his coaching position at Susquehanna, Ferry 
worked full-time as the college’s controller and part-time as a lecturer in 
the accounting department.

\ t the start of the 1996-97 winter season 320 men’s basketball pro- 


grams and 340 women’s hoop squads nationally began the Division II 

campaign with a tremendous amount of energy and a drive to be the 
best they could be. At the end of the Juniata College basketball season, success 
could not be measured in terms of wins and losses, but in team growth, maturi- 
ty, and the knowledge that things were moving in the right direction. 

The men’s team posted an overall record of 3-21 and owned a 1-13 
mark in the Middle Atlantic Conference (MAC) under the direction of first-year

coach Rick Ferry (see story), while the women went 0-23 on the season and 0- 


14 in the conference with second-year boss Amy Fort and interim head coach 


_  —_ Joe Scialabba heading the crew. Fort announced her resignation on 
February 3 and was relieved of her women’s basketball coaching duties 
on February 13. Scialabba stepped in to guide the squad through its 
final three contests, while continuing his primary responsibilities 
as the director of the Juniata Fund (the college’s annual fund- 

raising program). 
“Tt was the hardest year that I have ever been through with- 
out a doubt,” said Ferry. “I had never experienced losing or 
had never been involved in a game that did not mean any- 
thing, whether it meant finishing above .500 for the year or 
advancing into the play-offs. We played the final three 
weeks of the season being mathematically eliminated from 

the play-off picture. 
“But on the other hand, what a learning expe- 
rience for me,” Ferry continued. “My team taught me a 
lot about resiliency. As the losses piled on, I would come 
to work the next day and say that there is no way that these 
guys are going to want to practice today and to their credit 
they were there and ready to go every day.” 
The Eagles won their first game of the Ferry era, a 60-58 
thriller over Pitt-Greensburg in the opener of the annual Doc 
Greene Tournament at Juniata. Ten consecutive losses followed be- 
fore the blue and gold knocked off Thiel in Memorial Gym, 81-70. 
The Eagles dropped 11 of their final 12 games of the season, with the lone 
win coming against MAC foe Albright, 74-06, a loss which kept the Lions out of 
the league play-offs. 

With all of the peaks and valleys throughout the course of any season 
there was one valley, in particular, that stuck out in Coach Ferry’s mind. “The 
loss at Widener (92-46 on February 1) was the lowest point of the year. We 
could not do anything right. We were out-manned and outplayed in all aspects 
of the game, but we learned from the game and made improvements.” 

| When asked about the zenith, it would have been easy to say the Albright 
| win, which was his first league victory and “upset” as a head coach, but Ferry 
felt that the tribute the program made to its five seniors prior to taking on 
Susquehanna in the final game of the campaign in Huntingdon was extra special. 
“One of the true high points was the pre-game introductions of our seniors pri- 
or to our last game. To see these guys honored for completing what they started 
was very satisfying to me.” 

Coming off a 4-18 season in 1995-96 when just four years earlier the 
program posted a 15-7 record, the Juniata women’s basketball club was looking 
for something exciting this past winter. Excitement did come, but not in the 
shape of victories. The Eagle record stood at 0-20 and Coach Fort decided it 
was time for a change in the coaching position. She stepped down from her 
post and Scialabba moved into an interim position. 

“My first feeling was that I was anxious,” said Scialabba. “In some cas- 
es I did not know the players well and in some instances I did not know the

players at all. My first concern was to try and get an idea about them (the players) 
as individuals as quickly as I could.” 

The change had an immediate impact. 

Juniata traveled to Moravian on February 15 and after trailing by 11 
with 3:45 to go in the game, the Eagles battled back with a furious run to cut 
the Greyhound lead to just one, 64-63, with 26 seconds remaining. A foul 
by Juniata sent Moravian to the free throw line with nine seconds to go. The 
Greyhounds missed the front end of the one and one, but the rebound went 
into the far corner and by the time the Eagles gathered it in and got the ball 
down court, the buzzer sounded. 

The blue and gold next lost at Elizabethtown, but then gave a home crowd a 
tremendous thrill by taking Susquehanna to the limit, before having to foul down the 
stretch and suffer a 60-49 loss to the Crusaders, ending the year without a win. It was 
the first winless season in the history of the women’s basketball program at Juniata. 

“Coming into the situation I did not want to focus on anything negative,” 
explained Scialabba. “I wanted to let the team know that we were not going to 
look back, we were going to use the 10 days that we had together to overshadow 
any negative experience that any of the players might have had up to that point in 
the season, and that I wanted the players to be able to approach me with any con- 
cerns or problems that they had the rest of the year. I believe that Kim (Schildt - 
assistant coach), the players, and I accomplished all three of those things.” 

The level of play improved greatly over the final three games of the season 
and that made Coach Scialabba proud of what he had accomplished, but he was 
most proud of the group of women that had finished the season with their heads 
held high. 

“No one deserves to go through a year without winning a game, but I told 
the team after the final game that as a group they were truly unfortunate to not 
have won a game, however they were extremely fortunate to be able to go through 
the type of experience that they did go through, persevere, not look back, move 
ahead, and grow. They will take away from this experience a lesson that they will 
never forget and they will be better people for that.” 

Both coaches are encouraged about what they saw throughout the course 
of their 1996-97 tenure and are both hopeful for the future of Juniata basketball. 

“T will never forget this year’s team,” said Ferry. “They taught me a great 
lesson about sticking together through some very tough times, but at the same 
time, I have a very clear vision of what is in store for Juniata basketball down the 
road. So clear is that vision that I can see the crowd in the gymnasium cheering 
us as We are winning a game and I am going to be extremely proud about being a 
part of it.” 

Scialabba added, “This group of young women could have easily quit this 
year and packed it in, but they did not. I learned a lot from them and I will take 
away from the year the relationships that I made and the hope that I had some sort 
of impact on them as individuals.” 

The coaches also know that the future of both programs is now. The col- 
lege is currently conducting a national search to fill the women’s position, while 
Ferry is hitting the recruiting trail with passion. 

“Tt is all going to start with recruiting,” said Ferry. “It is up to me to get 
the players in here so that I can start to build the program and come closer to 
making my vision a reality.” 

“There is a solid nucleus in place with nine players returning to the roster 
next winter,” stated Scialabba. “Whoever is in the position to coach these young 
women next season will have to recruit very hard very soon to fill some of the 
holes in the lineup and compliment the returning group of players.” 

Juniata’s renewed commitment to excellence in its basketball squads and 
its entire athletic program will bring about nothing but positive experiences for 
everyone involved. 16
